LONDON, ErigV Nov. 4'—The Bal- 


kan nations .and Greece arc persis- 
tent in their determination that Tur- 
key must 'arrange 'directly with 'them 
tho terms of peace, without the inter- 
vention of the 'European'powers. This 
attitude is emphasized in a statement 
from official sources, which says: 


"The Turkish proposal of peace is 


satisfactory in so far as it shows a 
desire to prevent further 
bloodshed. 


As regards foreign intervention, how- 
ever, ther?.seems to be no chance, of 
the Balkan states listening to 
any 


foreign . counsels while treating for 
the arrangement of conditions 
of 


peace. Those, must be settled between 
the Balkan states and Turkey direct, 


"The. union of the Balkan states at 


this moment.. .Is more close, hearty 
and Intimate'than it ever has .been, for 
it has been welded by blood and com- 
mon sacrifice.

WOMEN'S 
SUFFRAGE 


Women's suffrage presents two dif- 


ferent angles in two different coun- 
tries where the question is upper- 
most, this being that If the women's 
vote is dominant what the effect will 
lie. In the United States as a whole 
the men's vote is dominant, that is, 
the. men outnumbered in 1810 the 
women by 2,681,978 with consequently 
more votes, but in England In 1911 
the women had or would have 11,- 
319,000 votes and the men but 10,107,- 
OOol 
To be said in this country in 


some states the women exceed the 
men as in California, by over 70,000. 
und in other states it Is reversed: The 
same could be said for England as to 
divisions, but taken us a whole the 
women would have the call. 
* * * * 


How will the women use their votes, 


that is the question on the Pacific 
coast, but in several states that have 
hud this suffrage, no distinct dli?>>r- 
PHCR has yet been noted except the 
women Influence as to the enactment 
o£ certain laws they desired. 
This 


Influence, it is asserted, has been for 
betterment; logically this would be the 
case elsewhere where tried. Yet it is 
not to be forgotten that in women's 
suffrage there is no distinction, all 
woiren of voting age would of course 
vote as Inclined to do so. So in ar- 
guments the women would be a bar- 
rier against the ignorant vote, the 
vicious vote, the fraudulent floating 
vote, the quasi-criminal vote, to be 
considered is the fact that there are 
wives and daughters of this very vote. 
Then there is the vote in the so-called 
red light districts and this vote Is no 
inconsiderable factor. 
* * * * 


A fair 
presumption 
is, generally 


speaking, this women vote would bo 
cast pretty much upon the same lines 
;is those of the men. for the same hu- 
man nature predominates, but with 
the assumption that, in some quar- 
ters, the women would outnumber the 
men vote upon certain questions of in- 
terest to them. 
So after all the pint 


of the- suffrage move'ment lies in the 
old question, should the women enter 
politics and in so doing, as is claim- 
ed, 
will they cjosert their woman- 


hood'.' 
Is their place solely the lire- 


Hide, the i-odcm fireside, be il un- 
derstood1! 
"Would they lose more of 


their womanhood, and would the chil- 
dren suffer as a n-sult if the mothers 
and daughters enter into the realm of 
men? 


To bo fairly said, the women favor- 


ing the sufttrage right, deny strongly 
such would result. 
They deny losing 


any of their charms, losing any of 
their domesticity, and forcibly deny 
that in any manner the family circle 
would suffer. 
To bo also fairly said, 


the men opposing by these arguments 
so I'ar do not offer any very forcible 
arguments supporting their claims. 
Some of the men now neglect their 
firesides, lind very possibly so may 
some of the women. 
* * * * 


From another angle it has been as- 


serted many of the women would fol- 
low their husbands, their sons and 
sweethearts, and this may prove true 
to an unknown extent, and if gener- 
ally the case, which is disputed, how- 
over, the men would have only to con- 
sider as to the entrance into politics 
at all of the women. 


Women's suffrage is not to be a mat 


ter of acrimony, of women resorting 
to mllitancj—not in this country. Let 
the question be treated In fairness, 
with arguments and app-jals to the 
reasoning of the men. More votes are 
to be won In this sort of campaigning 
than by any other course. The women 
must show the men. they. too. can 
give and take, can quietly give way 
to the majority and in all questions 
uppermost respect the dignity of Am- 
erican citizenship. 
Then, again. If 


defeated in debate or legislative or at 
the polls, accept results gracefully. 
Men do not boycott each other be- 
cause of political dtffrences, and nei- 
ther should the women. Any such dis- 
position will not only lose them votes, 
put mar the friendliness now shown 
by many of the men towards the doa- 
ble sufllrage. * * * * 


It Is not believed by reasoning men 


that any vote of the women will con- 
vulse the country or overthrow the 
supremacy of the law, or invade their 
rights. Very possibly their vote may 
improve conditions. It resolves Itself 
Into the same old question, are the 
men willing the women shall enter the 
political "world with all guch implies, 
not forgetting that old human natura 
must work with the women as with 
the men? Then, too, the dear women 
claim the suffrage, not as a favor, but 
as a right.

Their work Is in the main 


along sensible and helpful lines. They 
are getting (me training. Moreover, 
they are showing a healthy Interest in 
governmental 
affairs—an 
interest 


which is essential to the highest suc- 
cess of representative government. 


They are- demonstrating that wom- 


en can take part In politics; that they 
can do so as effectively as men; that 
they can do so without hurt to gov- 
ernment or to themselves. 


This campaign has furnished some 


strong arguments In favor of woman 
suffrage. 


THE NEW OHib~JUmCIARY"pl.AN 


One of the advancements of 
late 


years has been 
that 
of gradually 


taking the judiciary out of politics. 
This h;is been a sane progression that 
found expression in a new Ohio en- 
actment providing for choosing the 
judges of every degree by non-parti- 
san methods. In many of the states 
the judiciary are still represented on 
tho regular party ballots, but as it is 
being seen, judges arc not a part of 
the current politics and should not 
be mixed up with the fusillade and 
cries and demands 
of the 
political 


agitators. 
The feeling grows 
that 


non-partisan judges aro tho truer rep- 
resentation of the law of the land, 
the truer exponents of the laws as de- 
vised in such poorly fashioned condi- 
tion by our legislators. 


The 
Ohio non-partisan judiciary 


law went to the courts for determin- 
ation and after due deliberation the 
Supreme Court of the state held it 
entirely 
constitutional. 
This 
law 


"provides for the election of. all ju- 
dicial candidates, from justice of the 
supreme court to justice of thc peace, 
in a. strictly non-partisan 
way by 


placing their names on an indepen- 
dent ballot without 
party 
designa- 


tion." 
There is another clement in the ju- 


diciary, that wherein, by virtue of ap- 
pointment a favoritism is created, or 
a return of political favors, or some- 
thing else that secures desired 
ad- 


vancement. This element is removed 
by tho doing away with all appoint- 
ments even for vacancies. 
Elective 


judges, with the law forbidding 
ab- 


solutely any partisan expression and 
"labeling, will, beyond 
all 
question, 


elevate the judiciary, reform our be- 
nighted legal codes and court prac- 
tices, and make justice more certain. 
For all such judges there should bo 
no recall. They woulci be beyond the 
reach of politicians, political states- 
men, 
and as a result, would In their 


decisions, reflect the law as it really 
was. and the 
advancing 
changing 


conditions. 
Interpreting 
with 
the 


highest regard for the interests of 
the people and state, and duo respect 
for the constitution and laws as they 
were found. 


In Wisconsin methods remain un- 


changed, with, however of late years, 
the nlnn of th-.i judiciary tickets be- 
ing voted on at sp:inj? elections. Tho 
candidates for the judiciary, 
as 
a 


rule, are placed in nomination, eith- 
er by the 
bar association, or candi- 


dates run upon calls being circulated 
therefor. 
The Ohio law Is a distinct 


advancement and could well be cop- 
ied by our state. 
The recall, as to 


tho judiciary and ilcUsions. is wholly 
unneeded 
and 
would be a source of 


serious mischief.

'some trials It is a job of a couplo or 
so months. 


Ohio has reformed her Jury service 


with in some actions three-fourths of 
K. jury rendering a competent verdict. 
But the manner of choosing needs 
remedying in every state as well as 
in federal courts. 


THE NOBEL PRIZE 


For thc third 
time 
in thc last 


twelve years, an American has been 
awarded the Nobel peace prize. There 
aro five awards each year—physics, 
chemistry, medicine, literature, and 
for tho promotion of peace—about 
$40,000 cash each prize. 


The first American to be so honor- 


ed was President Theodore Roosevelt, 
who received the peace prize for ef- 
forts 
to end thc 
Russian-Japanese 


war in 1905. Dr. A. A. Michelson, Un- 
iversity of Chicago, was awarded the 
physics-prize in 1907; this year Dr. 
Alexis Carre], Rockefeller Inatitute, 
receives the honor for medical re- 
search.
